W hat is this th in g called “ F ell?” 
That is the question! 
B rides an d experienced food sho p­ 
pers. too, often have been put on th e ' 
spot by the m eat d e a le r’s casual q u es­ 
tion, a fte r th e roast lam b is ordered: 
“Shall I rem ove th e fell?” 
T he “fell” refers to the thin, p a p e r­ 
like covering over lamb, an d econom ­ 
ists m ain tain that th e re is no reason 
for rem oving it from a leg of lamb. 
Form erly, som e cooks m aintained th a t 
this covering im parted a stron g flavor 
to th e m eat, but that belief h a s gone 
tile w ay of m any food fallaceis. 
Actually, it is wise to leave the fell 
on a leg of lamb, since th e roast does 
keep its sh a p e better an d seem s to 
cook m ore quickly, as 
th o u g h 
this 
skin provided a double ro astin g cover­ 
ing. 
T herefore, if the b utch er does 
inquire about the fell, tell him to k*ave 
it on. 
A shoulder ro ast of lam b is a n o th e r 
th in g again. 
T h e fell u sually is re ­ 
moved from this cut, since in cooking, 
it c o n tracts and h as a tendency to pull 
the roast out of shape. 
L am b chops p resen t 
still 
a n o th e r 
problem. T he long cooking of a roast 
tran sfo rm s 
the 
fell into a tender, 
crisp delicacy. H ow ever, th e fell will 
not become ten d e r enough to be p a la t­ 
able at the end of the brief cooking 
period allowed the chops. T he butcher 
does usually rem ove th e fell before 
cutting the chops, or he may strip it 
off in trim m ing them , in one “fell” 
swoop. 
T urkeys, ducks, ro astin g chickens 
and broilers all a r e good b arg ain s on 
the m arket. Veal also is considered a 
good buy am ong m eats. P rices a re on 
a parity w ith last y e a r’s, an d seem 
inclined to stay a t th eir p rese n t level, 
or go even lower. 
If none of these m ain dishes seem 
to solve th e problem of th a t special 
d in n e r party, why not o rd e r a F re n c h ­ 
ed leg of lam b? T h is is a reg u la r leg 


ready, with vinegar, salt a trace of 
sugar, or th e preferred seasonings, try 
basting the lam b ro ast with the mint 
sauce to im p art a very delicate flavor. 


A nother expert cook su gg ests glaz­ 
ing th e outside of the roast w ith tart 
c u rr a n t jelly. B asting the leg of lamb 
w ith lemon juice m ay ad d a distinctive 
taste. Or cover th e roast with lemon 
slices, secured w ith toothpicks. 
Foi 
that extra 
brown, cru sty roast, rub 
well w ith olive oil. 
If your family 
favors a whift of garlic, use that by all 
m eans, but use it sparingly, for it 
easily overpow ers the delicate taste of 
lamb, One method of using g arlic in 
roast lam b is to insert a sm all clove 
of garlic in the leg joint. Be su re to 
rem ove 
th e 
clove before the roast 
goes to the table. 
It is even safer to 
rub th e ro astin g pan, o r 
the 
lam b 
itself with a bruised clove of garlic 
InTore the m eat goes in the oven. Rub 
a sifting of flour aud seasonings well 
into th e m eat, too. 


T h e F renched leg ol lam b also r e ­ 
q u ires the fell, for the thin, paper-like 
covering helps to keep the ro ast 
in 


shape, after som e of Its sup po rt has 
been removed. 
The F renched leg of lam b should l»e 
p rep ared precisely like any oth er lam b 
roast. A fter th e m eat has been s e a ­ 
soned. place It skin side down on a 
rack in an open ro a stin g pan. Many 
cooks favor 
placing it in the oven 
w ithout a cover a n d without 
w ater, 
keeping the oven a t a m o derate te m ­ 
p eratu re to avoid drying and ov er­ 
browning. 
If this m ethod is used, keep the te m ­ 
p e ra tu re close to 300 degrees F , a l ­ 
lowing 
about 
30 m in utes for each 
pound for cooking. Or the roast may 
he brow ned quickly, and th en covered 
tightly to conserve the juices. 


C arving is a joy w ith the F ren ch ed 
leg of lamb. H ave th e p la tter w arm ed 
and place the roast cut side up, sta n d ­ 
ing the p latter in front of the carv er 
so that the shank end of the leg is to 
the left of the carver. 
The c arv er 
should cut th e slices at righ t an gles 
to the bone, holding th e convenient 
frilled handle in his left hand, w hile 
he m an ip ulates the carving knife.

What is this thing called “Fell ?” 
That Is the question! 
Brides aud experienced food sh op­ 
pers. too, often have been put on the 
spot by the meat d e a le r’s casual q u e s­ 
tion, a fte r the roast lamb is ordered: 
"Shall I remove the fell?” 
The “ fell” refers to the thin, p a p e r ­ 
like covering over lamb, and econ om ­ 
ists maintain that there is no reason 
for rem oving it from a leg of lamb. 
Form erly, some cooks maintained that 
this covering imparted a stro ng flavor 
to the meat, but that belief has gone 
the way of man y food fallaceis. 
Actually, it is wise to leave the fell 
on a leg of lamb, since the roast does 
keep its sh ap e better an d seems to 
cook more quickly, as 
thoug h 
this 
skin provided a double roasting co ver­ 
ing. 
Therefore, if the butcher does 
inquire alx)ut the fell, tell him to leave 


ready, with vinegar, >alt a tr ace of 
sugar, o r the prefei red seasonings, try 
basting the la m b roast with the mint 
sauce to impart a \e iy delicate flavor. 


Another e x p e t t cook suggests glaz­ 
ing the outside of th e roast with tart 
c u r r a n t jelly. Basting the leg of lamb 
with lemon juice may add a d is ti n cti v e1 
taste. Or cover the roast with lemon 
slices, secured with toothpicks,
